to war, or Reuter or certain - British 
ministera have not been telling the 
truth, We would, however, - advise 
our readers not to place: too much reli-. 
ance on telegtaphio advices, for on the 
3rd inatant we were advised that Lord 
Derby had | publicly stated that the rée- 
jection of our proffered mediation by 
Russia was no affront, and, on the 17th, 
that the Speech from the Throne adverted 
to the appeal of the.

James ‘Edwards, steward, and James 
Coombs, cook, of the British ship Broom- 
hall, and Ip _A-Tsul, a bumboat-man, wero 
charged the first two with atealings quantity 
ot stores from the British ship Broomhall 
on or about the month of December 1877.

In using thi 
tianity I. moan by it, not the vagus, 
hazy, rainbow-hued philosophy of the day 
which borrows the name and little else 
from the Church .

Foppily large numbers of Englishmen 
still belong to this Church, and wish-their 
children to be brought up in. its tenots. 
These Christiana are willing to give freely 
also of their money to eduoate others who 
are unable to educate: their own children, 
provided that they are pence to teach 
Christianity to sch children. On the other 
side we have followers of a new idea which 
demands instruction for all children at the 
hands. of the. State, minus Christianity. 
That party which as to its leaders is avowed- 


ly atheistioal, bases ita demanda upon’ 


specious principles of freedom of conactence. 
It demands from all, taxes in support of a 
‘systom which {s utterly abhorrent to a large 
sinority, andthen flinging backs tithe in the 
faces. of those who protest, it loudly vaunts 
its‘perfect equality. The natural effect is 
to ‘teduce the Ohurch of Christ in a Ohris- 
tian land to its origiaal position in partibus 
infidelium, ox the ‘State in no far os it 
disowns its obligations to Obrist reverts to 
heathenism, . Seoularists may have atrong 
religictis beliefs thoy may be Buddhists or 
Latteriday - Saints or even Congrogation- 
nlists, or may have none—they cannot hold 
the Christion faith in its purity or they 
would not be scoularists. So far as a.man 
ou the Education question is a Scculariat, 
so far is he Anti-Christian, This is the 
position and view taken by the Ohurch of 
Bome on the question, and this I am happy 
to nay is the clear and intelligible position 
of the Church of England. A few here and 
there maybe found, amongst hor clergy— 
sometimes bearing names renowned in the 
literary world—who differ from the great 
body of the Oburch—but the Qhorch of 
England as a body has maintained and does 
maintain that instruotion which knows noth- 
ing of the best and greatest of all sciences 
is not education, is not friendly to Obriatian- 
ity but rather is the arming of the natural 
intellect agalust Christ. and against Ohris. 
tianity, ‘The fact is, Sir, that the true reason 
for the union of Nonconformists with the 
real secularists, on suoh a platform, ia their 
undisguised enmity to the Church of Eng- 
laud.

no neutrality when Ohristianity is concernéd, 
Secularists as a party are opposed to real 
Christianity—the Obristianity of the Bible 
—of Him. who called the little children to 
Himself and bade us feed bis lambs. 

You say ‘“‘it is time that we had a few 
independent schools established and main- 
tained by:the people;” by all means, but let 
the people” do as those who believe with 
me have done and are doing—viz., put 
their hands into thelr own pockots first, 
before voting away money out of the 
pockets of their neighb>urs to support the 
new-fangled schemes of the 19th century.

The Lapps ..are “nomads ond 
migratory, not beonuao. they like. {t, but 
because their reindser, on. whom they are 
dependent, do. Just when it is getting 
pleasant in comparatively: sheltered’ nooks 
and ‘Yalleys of their dreary rogion, the 
yeindeor get restless and will bs off, and 
their owners muat perforce follow them. 
Otherwise, the deer show their perver- 
sity by csoaptng if they can, or by 
innit if they can’t, Thore were ori- 

ndlly, I believe, thirteen in this Aqua- 
rium ‘herd, but I .could -only count 
seven, .They arefed upon “reindeer-moss,” 
the only food they will eat, of which a 
large’ suppl ve 
their hehoof ; but I understand that little 
hope {s entertained of keeping ony of them 
alive beyond ‘the winter. But curious a8 
the avimals of the party are, the main 
interest, of the exhibition lies in its human 
articles, Those Lapps are Lapps, or-at any 
rate thoy.are not Irish, os it ia said most of 
the Aztecs, Chippewas, and Nubians have 
been, at whom London has within these 
late yoars, at different times, been staring. 
Nor are they Chinese, although they bave 
the same yellow complexion aud the same 
long narrow eyes. They have an anciont 
and fish-like smell, national odour, which 
separates them strongly from all other races 
that have come under my nose. Besides 
the ways and mannors of, these specimens 
are far too simple, awkward, and absurd to 
be assumed. : The shyness of the men, and 
the. complacancy of the women under the 
amused geze of the apectators, are delictous- 
ly shallow and natural, The two men have 
not yet got easy under publicity, but the 
two ladies obviously -enjoy it, They are 
almost as inquisitive and observant as their 
own fox. ‘hey examine the dresses. of 
their Hnglish lady visitors-with quite as 
much entertalament as they themselves 
afford. I_raid to the Indian friend who 
was with me:— Now, if you saw these 
people in the Lukri'Besar at Simla, with 
basketa of wood on. their’ backs, should you 
have thought them out. of place; should 
you have known they were not Bhutias, or 
of soine auch race?” Oh, yes, I should,” 
be ssid; “I grant they are dirty enough 
for Bhutias, or anything ; ‘but these orea- 
tures aro too cheerful and childish to be 
mistaken for any other people than them- 
solves.” It adds very much to the interest 
with which we loolt at this group, to know 
that it is not taken from the ragtag and 
bobtail of Lapland | very much tho reverse. 
The chief of tho party is one of the women 
«the one in fur j hor dress ia just as oily 
and grimy as that of her companions, but 
atill itis of furs, while that of the other 
woman isof a sort of cotton or woollen 
canvas, Hoth of them wear helmet-abaped 
headdresses ; but that of tho lady is adorned 
with a quantity of roughly-made gold and 
silver ornaments, This lady—f.om her 
appearance not older than twonty~is paid 
to be a great personage and proprietress in 
her own country, not of land, butof reindeer, 
of whioh she owus many hundreds; and in 
Lapland, it appears, wealth is moneured by 
reindeer, just as in Russia it used’ to be’ 
estimated in aerfa, The' other woman is 
her servant, or lady-companion } and the 
two strong-builé bashful men are her 
cousins, or poor relations and dependents. 
Perhaps it ia this consolousness of social 
importance which gives the lady her air of 
enjoyment and self possession, and the 
want of it which makes the men so shy. 
One of thess shows himself moderately 
expert in throwing the laaso, with which 
ho catches the deer one after the other by 
the horna, in order to harness them to the 
sledge. The -women, meanwhile (when 
they are not slowly scrutinizing the dresses 
of their visitors), are occupied with plaiting 
thongs of reindeer-skin into harness. At 
intervals the wholo. party coase from thelr 
occupations, and suddenly commeuce A 
curious droning chant, melancholy, but not 
unpleasing, which is said to bean Lutheran 
hymn, for they are Christians. :
